Torchbearers shared stories on a bus as 
they were dropped off at their positions 
along the route.

Lesley Bracken Coyne of Pelham, who 
ran down East Main St. in Welland, simi¬ 
larly said she was moved by the stories she 

She was running for Coca-Cola after win¬ 
ning a spot with short essay about environ¬ 
mental work she does. 

“It was just fantastic, what a thrill,” she 
said. “It was very exciting to see all the 
people along the route. In a small way you 
feel part of the Olympic story.” 

She has a stand for the torch she carried. 
Her children are excited about having it in 
their home. 

Bracken's son David said he was cold 
waiting to watch his mother run but said 
he was happy she did it. 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley, meanwhile, 
was happy to see his sea of red. 

The chairman of the committee that had 
organized the torch greeting in Pelham said 
he drove the length of the route just before 
the start of the run. Weeks ago he said he 
wanted to see a sea of red displayed by 
town residents when the torch came 
through. 

“There were 8,000 to 10,000 people, at 
least that’s my estimate,” he said of the 
people lining Pelham St., Port Robinson 
Rd., Station St. and Regional Rd. 20. 

“The weather was perfect, the turnout 
was great,” he said. 

“I had a good committee to work with 
and they did a wonderful job.” 

The crowd thrilled organizers who said 


the Dec. 21 turnout may have been the best 
in Niagara for the size of the community. 

Laurel Yama, a torchbearer from Missis¬ 
sauga ran a stretch from the RBC bank up 
Regional Rd. 20 

“This is an awesome community,” the 
marathon runner said about the reception 
she received. 

“I loved the experience, a chill went up 
my spine,” she said as softball player 
Lorene Dick passed the flame to her torch. 

Those watching the torch run had a good 

Paul Ryan said it was nice a small com¬ 
munity like Pelham got to host the torch 

"After all, we pay the same taxes as the 
big centres.” 

He was one of a crew that placed Cana¬ 
dian flags on poles along the route the 
morning before the run. 

Ward 1 Coun. Debbie Urbanowicz was 
delighted with the Pelham crowd. 

She said she drove a bus during the Thor- 
old relay leg the day before. 

“We have twice as many people as they 
did.” 

Pelham Peace Park was filled with people 
after the run to listen to Christmas songs 
by the A.K. Wigg public school primary 
class choir and by the singing group Sol¬ 
stice. 

Many of the torchbearers holding their 
torches joined the crowd in the park to 
pose for photos with spectators. 

Scattered through the crowd were not 
only thousands wearing red but also 
former torchbearers wearing their uni¬ 
forms from 1988 Calgary Winter Olympic 

The torch came through Pelham 22 years 
ago with bearers running down Canboro 
Rd. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn, standing in the 
crowd in Pelham Peace Park, called the day 
a great community event “creating memo¬ 
ries that will last a lifetime.” 

"The day was filled with the Olympic 
spirit and the spirit of the season,” he said. 

Abby MacKay, Sam Barnes and Alex 
Barnes made their own paper torches to

Last year the town com¬ 
pleted a traffic study of down¬ 
town Fonthill which will 
address some transportation 
issues such as a traffic light at 
Port Robinson and Pelham. 

The town also set up an 
active transportation commit¬ 
tee to look at ways to improve 
walking and cycling in the 
town, he said. 

To promote Pelham the town 
has improved its website, 
opened a tourist booth, is look¬ 
ing at the image it is projecting 


outside the town and is work¬ 
ing with the region on tourism 
promotion, the mayor said. 

To attract more doctors to 
work in the town, Pelham is co- 
operating with region’s 
recruiter, he said. 

On the administration side, 
the mayor said there has been 
a reorganization of staff with 
improved risk management 
through a health and safety 
committee. 

Town hall has been reno¬ 
vated and will have an addition 
put on, telephone and other 
communication systems 
improved, and a new website 
was developed that will he fur¬ 
ther upgraded in the next year. 

“It’s clear to see council is 
making progress,” he said, “and 
we couldn’t do it without our 
staff. It’s gratifying to see the 
way it is coming together.”

Peter 
Papp would like to pass the 
buck and let Dr. John Menzies 
solve the problem. 

These people were elected to 
look after the interests of 
Pelham and in this case, partic¬ 
ularly the Fonthill area. They 
said they need time to think 
things over. They have had the 


time. If we wait until they 
wake up, the bulldozers will be 
stripping the topsoil and build¬ 
ing more berms on Tice Rd. 
and Effingham St. 

Do they not realize the min¬ 
ister is not changing boundar¬ 
ies for her own interests? She 
has had Lafarge working on her 
for a long time asking permis¬ 
sion to allow them to dig in this 
area. They appeared to be dig¬ 
ging test holes in new areas last 
summer and know they want 
what is there on the east side of 
Effingham St. 

With the gravel pit moving 
east and Fonthill moving west, 
this should be a very simple 
decision for these councillors 
and yet they are undecided. 

I don’t think the people in 
the area want any more berms 
and holes in the ground. 

When you drive by E.L. 
Crossley, you see berms where 
you used to see beautiful 
orchards. There is a surplus of 
golf clubs in the Niagara area.

the gravel is exhausted? How 
would the residents in the area 
feel about that possibility? 

At one time in the 1970s 
there was a large knoll on the 
south side of Tice Rd. and a 
marker depicting this as the 
highest point in the Niagara 
Peninsula. It is no longer there. 
It’s long gone in the back of a 
dump truck to who knows 
where. 

The taxpayers of Fonthill 
have spent millions of dollars 
on new homes and retirement 
accommodations at Lookout 
St. This is no time to dillydally. 
The Lafarge company has 
already got its toe in the door. 
Thank goodness Mayor Dave 
Augustyn and Couns. Debbie 
Urbanowicz, Jim Lane (both 
Ward 1) and Dave Emmons 
(Ward 2) had the good sense to 
send a majority resolution to 
Minister Cansfield.

Facing challenges, seeking rewards

The new year will bring both challenges and a 
sense of accomplishment to the town. 

A survey of community leaders looking into 
2010 found both concern over the continuing 
effects of the 2009 recession and excitement 
over the culmination of long-planned projects. 

Ann Harrison, principal of 
E.L. Crossley Secondary School, 
said “the economy is putting 
a lot of stress on these kids.” 

She and her staff see the chal¬ 
lenge of 2010 will be in helping 
students deal with their worries. 

Some students face sudden 
changes in their lives as parents 
lose jobs. It puts the stress on all 
members of the family. It 
changes lifestyles. 

Students in particular wonder if they will be 
able to afford to go to university and college. 

"They are also worried about their future 
employment,” Harrison said. It is unclear to 
them what they will be doing as they look at 
shifts in the economy. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said 
the challenge of 2010 “will be 
making sure we get all the proj¬ 
ects completed.” 

The town has received federal 
and provincial funding for new 
roads, playground equipment 
replacement and building con¬ 
struction projects. 

The town hall will get an 
Dave Augustyn addition, a new fire hall will go 


up in Fenwick and Pelham and Haist Sts. will 
undergo major reconstructions. 

"Getting everything done in a timely manner 
will be a huge investment in the community,” he 

The uncertainty about the economy “is some¬ 
thing we can’t control,” he said. 

However, the town, through assistance pro¬ 
grams such as the community improvement 
plan will help businesses upgrade their proper- 

Any improvement in the regional economy as 
a whole will definitely impact Pelham, he said. 

Todd Barber, president of the 
Pelham Business Association, 
looks ahead to the challenge of 
a “bang-up” year. 

“It’ll be a good year. The writ¬ 
ing is on the wall. We’re coming 
out of the recession,” he said. 

He saw signs of it during the 
the PBA’s Christmas in Pelham 
passport promotion. 

It required people to visit 25 
stores or more to qualify for a 

prize draw. 

“It was great people were walking into places 
they hadn’t been before,” he said. 

The PBA has increased its membership to 
more than 90 members and will hold a meeting 
in January with a Ministry of Revenue represen¬ 
tative to discuss changes involved with harmo¬ 
nized sales tax. 

“There is a lot of confusion out there.” 

Pelham regional Coun. Brian Baty said the 
immediate challenge for the region is the police 
services budget and keeping it within the infla¬ 
tion rate to limit tax increases.

For Pelham, he said there is significant infrastructure work 
literally coming down the road. 

The region will continue its work on Regional Rd. 20 to com¬ 
plete its widening to Hwy. 406 as well as make improvements 
up to Haist St. 

Plans are underway for the replacement of the now-closed 
O’Reilly’s Bridge across the Welland River. 

On the social services side, the region will continue to see 
increases in spending into 2010. 

The effects of layoffs in manufacturing and other industries 
are still showing in the welfare system, he said.

Fenwick native Scott Kernaghan is 
collecting home and school supplies 
for more than 30 children in the the 
Dominican Republic. 

Kernaghan, a social and personality 
psychologist, is work¬ 
ing through Dove 
Missions, which has a 
child sponsorship 
program in Puerto 
Plata. 

Dove Missions 
strives to help chil¬ 
dren in the slums of 
this tourist area stay 
in school and avoid a 
life of prostitution Scott 
and crime. Kernaghan 

Kernaghan is col¬ 
lecting such items as school and art 
supplies, hand sanitizers, vitamins, 
toothpaste, toothbrushes, children’s 
Tylenol, Advil, Polysporin, Band-Aids, 
soap, toys and AA and AAA batteries. 

So far, the drive is going well, he 

“We just received a report from 
Puerto Plata,” he said. “There were a 
lot of smiling faces on the e-mail 
videos from those receiving what we 
sent them.” 

Kernaghan sponsors a 10-year-old 
girl, Rosemary, for $30 a month 
through Dove Missions. 

He said he has sponsored for just 
three months but they have been life¬ 
changing months for the girl. 


“Dove Missions is an amazing pro¬ 
gram that connects the children with 
their sponsors in ways that we have 
not seen other programs do,” he said. 

“We receive videos and pictures 
through e-mail every month and we 
see first hand how our $30 a month is 
changing her life. We feel very con¬ 
nected to her already in such a short 

In January 2007, Scott founded The 
Kernaghan Foundation, a support 
group for life. 

“People come to us with issues of all 
kinds from addictions, trying to navi¬ 
gate the mental health care system, 
and, the social and welfare systems,” 
he said. 

Depression, anxiety and suicidal 
thoughts are issues clients face. 

“Ideally, what we strive to do is pro¬ 
vide a meeting place to gather and 
make friends so that they can create a 
support system of their own to lean 
on in times of need.” 

For the Christmas project, Ker¬ 
naghan wants to get as many supplies 
to the Dominican Republic as he can 
in the new year. 

“We want to show these kids that 
they have not been forgotten,” he 
said. “They are such great kids with 
amazing potential. They deserve to 
have a shot at whatever life has to 
offer. It doesn’t take a lot.”

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H WILDLIFE: Pelham’s urban growth cause for concern 

Deer’s death 
raises questions 

about hunting

For Amanda Johnston, finding a 
dead buck on a frozen pond 
across from her Effingham St. 
home was both sad and annoying. 

“We live in the country because 
we like to watch the wildlife,” she 

Deer eat apples that drop off a 
tree in the yard. Wild turkeys 
roam among a blueberry patch. 

On the pond just off Effingham 
St. not far from the bottom of Say¬ 
lor’s Hill where she found the 
buck, geese usually float. 

“I think they (the geese) 
decided it was time to go south,” 
she said on the cold afternoon. 

The buck, which was appar¬ 
ently shot, could have taken a 
while to die. 

“You don’t know how long it 
suffered,” she said. 

Johnston and her husband do 
not allow hunters on their 
9.2-hectare wooded property. Nor 
do two of her neighbours. 


“You can understand killing to 
eat,” she said. “But it’s not like 
people are staving here. I don’t 
think it is right for people to kill 
just for sport.” 

Effingham is a busy road with 
cars and truck rolling by. It is also 
popular with cyclists and joggers. 
When you add in children and 
family pets, she said the area is no 
place for hunters. 

Johnston will try to discourage 
hunters as will their neighbours 
when they know they are in the 

“We’ll make noise and my hus¬ 
band will take his Gator for a ride 
down the driveway and around 
the property,” she said. 

They have lived on there for 12 
years and believe the area with an 
increase in housing is becoming 
too urban for hunting. 

“It’s like a subdivision but with 
more land,” she said. 

Hunters are supposed to ask for 
permission from property owners 
before hunting on their land. 
Johnston said they sometimes he. 



She has checked to find out they 
don’t have permission. 

A Ministry of Natural Resources 
officer and Niagara Regional 
Police removed the deer. 

She said they plan to hold it as 
an part of an invesdgadon. 


The conservation officer pro¬ 
vided her with information about 
hunters and rules and what they 
can and can’t do, she said. For 
example hunting season contin¬ 
ues until today. 

While on scene, the ministry 


officer and a regional police offi¬ 
cer stopped two men apparendy 
coming to the pond to pick up the 
deer. Ministry officials were not 
available for comment.

“Along the way, she did workshops to 
promote people with disabilities. She 
did all that wheeling by herself," he said. 

After graduating from Crossley, 
McClellan studied at the University of 
Guelph and then went on to get a 
master of divinity degree at Regent Col¬ 


lege in Vancouver. 

After becoming ordained, McClellan 
moved to Newfoundland and is not 
responsible for three congregations.
